S IR 


H1S with my Reſpects to all our Friends, comes amidit an Inundation 
of the decpelt Sorrow, to bring you the Dreadful Account of our 
Miſery and Trouble, tho I preſume that before this the unwelcome 
Tydings are arrived at your Ears, of the Dreadful and Terrible Earth- 
quale which happen'd here on Tueſday the 7th. of this Month. About 
half an Hour after Eleven a Clock in the Morning, the Earth ſutfer'd a Trepidation 
or Trembling, which in a Minute's time was increaſed to that degree, that ſeveral 
Houſes began to tumble down, and in a little time after the Church and Tower, 
the Ground Opening in ſeveral Places at once, Swallow'd up Multitudes of People 
together, whole Streets ſinking under Water, with Men, Women and Children in 
them; and thoſe Houſes which bur jult now appeared the Faireſt and Loftieſt in 
theſe Paris, and might vie with the fineſt Buildings, were in a Moment Sunk down 
into the Earth, and nothing to be ſeen of them ; ſuch Crying, ſuch Shrieking and 
Mourning I never heard, nor could any thing in my Opinion, appear more Terrible 
ro the Eye of Man: Here a company of People Swallow'd up at once; there a 
whole Street Tumbling down ; and in another Place, rhe trembling Earth opening 
her Ravenous Jaws, let in the Mercileſs Sea, ſo that this Town is become a heap 


Wite and Family, and ſ-veral others in it: We have an Account from St. Ann's, 
that above a Thouſaud Acres of Wood-land are covered with the Sea,Deltroying many

| Dogs Eat; Multirudes of People Floating up and down, having no Burial. The 
Burying Place at the Palliſadoes is quite Deſtroyed, the dead Bodies being waſhed 
out of their Graves, their Tombs beat to Pieces, and they floating up and down; 
it is fad to think how we have Suffer'd : The Earth hath itill firs of _—_— with 
very much Thunder and Lightning, and dreadful Weather; yer, this had fo little 
effect upon ſome People here, that the very fame Night they were at their Old 
Trade of Drinking, Swearing, and Whoreing; breaking up Wzre-houſes ; Pillaging 
and Stealing from their Neighbours, even while the Earthquake latted, and ſeve- 
ral of them were deſtroyed in the very Act; and indeed this Place has been 
one of the Ludeſt in the Chriſtian World, a Sink of all Filthineſs, and a meer Sodom. 
Dr. Heath, the Miniſter of the Place, has Labour'd very much, being continu- 
ally employed in Burying the Dead, Chriſtning of Children, Preaching and Pray- 
Ging with the Bruiſed, Wounded, and Dying People, going from Ship to Ship to 
do his Office, as well as on Shoar: He bas Preached fo effectually and power- 
fully, and laid open the hainouſneſs of Sin fo well, that many of the Old Repro- 
bates are become New Converts ; | , 
bitrerly for ir, and People throng in great Numbers to Hear him ; and indeed he 
is much to be Commended, and deſerves Praiſe from every one, having diſcharged 
his Duty like a good Shepherd. The Morning on which the Earthquake happen d 
was very Serene, not ſhewing the leaſt Symptoms of the Dreadful Earthquake 
which ſucceeded. The Town is molt part of it already cover'd by the Sea, and 
will in a ſhort time (I believe ) be wholly under Water; for thoſe Houſes which 
remain, daily fall to Pieces, the Ground yielding under them. We have not yet

Reader, Since the aforeſaid dreadful Earthquake in Jamaica, one has been felt nearer 
to us, (viq.) On Thurſday the Eighth of September it was in the Camp before Hun- 
kirk; it ſhook his Majeſty as he was at Dinner in an OL Houſe, that all in it lett it: 
It was at the ſame time felt at the Hague in Hol/and,where it made the Bells Jar in the 
Steeples ; as alſo at Paris, and ſeveral other ploces in France and Germany; few Places 
in Europe eſcaping the direful Effects thereot : In England, at Loudon, Chat ham, Stroud, 
Rocheſter, Sheerneſs, Portſmouth, and other Places: And at M:ddlebourg in Zealand, it 
continued for ſome time, and was moſt violent in ſtill Weather; it cauſed the Exrth to 
move like the Waves of the Sea. that the People in the Streets were fore d to hold by whar- 
ever they met with to fave themſelves : The Sea had the fame fate, for the Ships were 
thrown up and down ; And the People were afraid that the Steeple of the Abby by its 
motions would have rumbled down;it cauſed the Bells to ſt rike one againſt another: And 
many of the Inhabitants in the Night fled into the Fields, and ſome into the 3 
— damage was done to the Tops of the Houſes. Chimneysand Windows, Je. 
like has been in Brabant: But we bleſs God, it did no Harm thar we hear of. Then 

let this be a Warning to us to forſake our ill Courſes aud mend our Lives,le(t Almighty 
God ſhould deal with us as he has done with thoſe in Famaica. Amen.
